Summary of reasons 
for classification: 

The DVD entitled New type USA The Moving Pictures Magazine is classified as: 

Objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who have attained 
the age of 13 years. 

A restriction on the publication's availability is due to its sustained focus on matters of horror and 
violence under s3(l) of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993. Adults and 
teenagers are considered likely to be able to put the horrific and violent elements of the publication 
into context, but this is due to experience and maturity which younger children are unlikely to 
possess. While the actual depictions of harm are limited in extent and degree, and the horror 
elements predictable, the sinister and violent treatment of commonplace themes including bullying 
and physical abuse is highly likely to disturb younger children. Therefore the publication is 
restricted to an audience aged 13 years and over. 

The Classification Office has considered the effects of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 on 
the application of the classification criteria. The classification of this publication interferes with the 
freedom of expression, but the restriction upon its availability is the lowest possible classification in 
order to prevent likely injury to the public good. 
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
